Its policy has 
been against the North-West from 
the day the first rail was laid until to- 
day with fifteen million acres of land 
worth $3 an acre each, and with 
twenty millions of dollars of stock 
above par available, the farmers along 
their lines are in effect told that they

P. R. gets good and ready to relieve | 
the congestion, This is an intolerable } 
state of affairs. It occurred in 1901, 
It was worse in 1902, and if provi j 
dence is kind it will be still worse in | 
1903. This is not a company that the 
courtry can afford to encourage by 
further bonuses.

In Edmonton the surveys are not 
more than 109 yards apart and as far 
as the information of the Bulletin 
reaches the limits are po where more 
than tive miles apart for a distance of 
one hundred miles east of here. The 
Canadian Northern ine was first sur- 
veyed. The survey of the C. P. R. 
line can and does only mean that 
that company proposes to prevent the 
Canadian Northern from being built, 
and the expressions of President 
Shaughnessy are to the effect that ris 
company will claim not only the 
ground but the bonus that would 
have enabled the Canadian Northern 
to build. Is is impcssible to foresee 
at this stage what will be the outcome 
but the Bulletin is of the belief that 
it would be better public policy to 
bonus the Canadian Northern to build 
this line under proper restrictions as 
to freight rates than to have the C. P.
